At 9 o'clock last night some fifteen men suddenly 
appeared on St. Thomas street, between Melicerte 
and Terpsichore, divided m three different squads, 
one of which passed down tbe middle of the street 
anti one on each sidewalk. Tte faces of all were 
either blackened or masked, and they were armed 
with pistols, knives, and slung-shot. They rushed 
down tbe atieet. assailing every man who was out 
of doors, and hurling tlie women Irvin tte sidewalk 
into the gutters. Thev were all clad in daik coats, 
and nun- of them spoke aloud, all com municatioti 
totween themselves toing inn low, mot tend tone 

Thomas lioiiabue, a lame man, who was sitting in 
a touch in front of Mrs. Kenaiitv's family groo rv- 
store, was lir»t attacked, i tabbed in the left bread 
with a di‘k, and his head dreadfully beaten with 
clubs. Not mortally wounded. 

They then rushed into tte family grocery store of 
Peter RJioda, where quite a number of men were 
sitting inside and upon the bench at the door and 
commenced a general stabbing, touting, and shoot- 
ing. 

John Kagan, a drayman, was stabbed several 
times, twice through the breast, dying of hij wound* 
in two hours. 

John Coiliert's skull was fractured by blows from 
t slung -shot, aud was stabbed twice, iu the thigh 
and in the small of tbe back, the latter w'onnd uf a 
most desperate character. 

Richard Coleman, drayman, was ilangerousl v cut 
in tbe breast and severely toateu about the bead. 

Branagnn, a laborer wan knocked down by a large 
stone which one of the ruffians held in his h’and and 
with which he was struck in the face, and then 
stabtod severely. 

James .Smith, drayman, was knocked down by a 
blow from a slung-snot and kicked. 

Rilev, a laborer, received a severe contusion of the 
skull from the blow of a slung-shot. 

John Devaughu, drayman, was shockingly beat 
about the head with clubs and slung shot. 

James Murphy, a Ihjss drayman, was severely 
beaten with slung-shot and clubs, and is de sp -raw- 
ly wounded. 

After doing their work of indiscriminate assault 
and mnrder on St. Thomas street, so suddenly and 
in such overpowering force that not the slighest re- 
sistance wasor could be made, this band cf “mid- 
night assassins'* passed intoTchoupitoul.is and New 
Levee streets, where they committed various as- 
saults, though no one was dangerously wounded. 
All the parties attacked were Irishmen. 

The Swiss Treaty. — In a late Hebrew conven- 
tion held in Baltimore the recent treaty between the 
United States and Switzerland was a prominent 
subject of discussion. Before adjourning, a com- 
mittee was appointed to draw up a memorial to the 
President of the United States .and present it in per- 
son. The duty has t een performed, and the follow- 
ing statement in the Baltimore Sun presents the re- 
sult of tte proceeding: 

The Strut Treaty tineeti-m — Pursuant to a call 
Tor a national convention of Israelites, to consider 
wbat step* to take in reference to tiie treaty between 
the L ntted States and the Swiss (Jonh deration, the 
delegates from various States of the Union met at 
Halt i more, Md., on Wednesday, the 28th October 
and, after due delltoration, adopted a memorial 
setting forth their grievances, and resolved to pre- 
sent the saute to the President of tiie United States 

Notice being given of thtir object, the President 
appointed the 31st of October, at 1 o’clock P. M., 
for tbeir reception, w ben ttoy were presented in a 
body by Hou. Ph. Phillips, of Alaliaiiia, in au elo- 
quent and diguiried address to tlie Executive. After 
listening to the views and objects expressed and re- 
ceiving the memorial, the President viewed’ at some 
length tte principle involved in that treaty, express- 
ed In* conviction that the treaty would never have 
received the approval of his predecessor Imd it been 
nnderstrnd in its present effect, and rqnivocallv 
promised a speedy and energetic course of action 
with a view to a remedy not inconsistent with inter- 
nal ional faith. 

We feel satisfied that the Israelites ef the United 
State* au V place implicit confidence in tto Execu- 
tive, and that tbeir rights as citizens of tte Uoited 
•States will to zealouslv maintained. 

We publish these facts in tto discharge of ou* 
duties as delegates, with the request to our coreli- 
gionists to abstain from tut ther agitation ou tlie sub- 
ject.

Extraordinary Murder in Spain.— T he Mad- 
rid papers give tte following account or a horrible 

affair: 

A voting couple, tolonging to somewhat w ealthy 
families of Monte del Marques in tte province of 
\ alladohd, were a few days ago married and their 
parent* gave a grand feast, to which, in accordance 
with tto custom of tbe country, any one was free 
to go. When tiie festivity was at its height, a man 
belonging to the village stalked into the house and 
after grossly insulting the bridegroom, told the 
twide she ought not to mam-, as she ted bad inti- 
mate relation - with him. This created great -eundal 
and lie was turned out of the bouse. An hour af- 
ter. aa tbe bride, accom|ianied by her mother 
brother, and some female friends, was proceeding 
to a house which was prepared for her and her Ims- 
baud. tto man suddenly rushed on tor from a cor- 
ner of a street, aud stabbed her twice with a pon- 
iard in the breast— she fell dead. Her brother rush- 
ed on tte aasasiin, but he broke front him. stabbed 
him twice with the poniard, and took to flight. Tte 
wound* were found to te very grave, and the next 
day tiie young tnan died. The assassin w as subse- 
quently arrested; he manifested savage jov at what 
lw had done.

When they arrived there 
they both walked aloag tlie platform of the depot, 
along which the cars stand, until they espied the 
object of tbeir search, when Joseph jumped up to 
the door of the car, and Hubert ran to tlie opposite 
end and each tired in at Craig. 

The car was full of passengers, and it may well 
lie supiwsed that tlie disturbance iinmeiliutqly crea- 
ted the wildest alarm amongsT them. Some threw 
themselves down on the floor, others dodged be- 
hind the seats, others jumped out of the wiudows, 
and a general scene of excitement occurred. 

Tlie firing was continued by tha brothers in this 
way for several rounds, but Isitb seemed to be un- 
der so much excitement that they were unable tn 
take direct aim, and Craig remained unwounded. 
As soon as he could do so, lie extracted a revolver 
from the place it was confined, and fired it several 
times, each time takiug aim at Joseph. Tlie re were’ 
some twelve or thirteen shots fired in the car. 

Finding that he could do nothing in the car, Craig 
made for closer action with Joseph, when the latter 
started to nm, and was followed by Craig, with 
the other brother in the rear. During this race 
Craig tired several shots at Joseph, one taking effect 
in the arm aud injuring him slightly, liolwrt also 
fired several shots at Craig, one of which entered 
his I uxek. During the melee Craig was also pierced 
in the groin by a hall. 

The |iarties were separated after having chased 
one another around the de|>ot building for some 
time, and endangering the lives of a great many 
persuns in the vicinity. All the parties were armed 
with two pistols apiece. Craig is represented to 
have acted with the utmost coolness during the en- 
tire affair. 

Craig ditl not at first feel any apprehensions from 
the wounds be had received, but after tlie train was 
in motiou tliey became very painful, and he was 
obliged to be removed from tlie cars at Sbippens- 
hurg, where he was placed uuder the medical 
charge of Dr. Stewart. McKibbm brothers have 
since i<een indicted by tlie Cumberland 1 alley 
Railroail Coiiipuuy, an<f placed under bonds.

self at several times to persons who have visited 
him at Shippensburg, as gratified that the subject 
has l?een a matter of litigation, as it will uff??nl him 
an opportunity to prove his innocence of the char- 
ges matte against him.
